WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—(®)—A 
1935 program for America’s principal 
export crop—cotton—which ealls for 
the largest possible acreage reduction 
and increased payments to co-operating 
farmers was drafted today at the ag- 
ricultural adjustment administration. 

As yet the plan is labeled “unoffi- 
cial” but authoritative quarters re- 
vort Secretary Wallace almost certain- 
y will order an acreage cut of 25 
per cent below the average in the 
past of around 41,000,000 acres. " 

The majority of the south's cotton 
growers already have signed contracts , 
pledging reduction for 19235. Those 
agreements provide that the 25 per 
cent reduction is the maximum which 
may be ordered from Washington. 

Only the discovery that funds would 
be unavailable, one official said, would 
prevent the increase in payments to 
southern farmers who are co-operating, 
or who agree to do so in the -future. 

Export Deal Sought. 

At the same time, it was revealed | 
at the farm administration that nego- 
tiations are under way with Germany 
for a deal which would involve the 
exchange of about 500.000 bales of 
cotton for German goods, 

The decrease in cotton exports to 
Germany constitutes the principal fac- 
tor in the decline in cotton shipments 
abroad and one of the reasons why 
AAA officials feel that the maximum 
acreage reduction permissible is imper- 
ative for next year.

NEW FARM RELIEF 
PROPOSED BY TEXAN 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—(4)—The 
creation of a permanent farm credit 
System as powerful as the federal re- 
serve and stripped of all private prof- 
it will be proposed to the next con- 
gress by Chairman Jones, democrat, 
Texas, of the house agriculture com- 
mittee as the key log of a farm leg- 
islative program. 

The Texan disclosed the plan in its 
general outlines today; but said details 
remained to be worked out. 

Essentially, the setup would he 
broad enough to afford permanent 
credit facilities to agriculture in all 
its operations—credit to be given at 
cost, plus a fractional charge to bnild 
up a reserve and protect against 
losses, 

The system would he operated 
through the existing farm credit ad- 
ministration. It would be empowered 
to issue currency—farm credit notes 
similar to federal reserve notes—and 
thus to save the interest charges re- 
sulting in financing through bonds. 

: It would make use of existing facili- 

ties of intermediate credit banks, the 
production credit corporation, and 
land banks. 

The money to start the farm reserve 
system, Jones added. would come either 
by earmarking gold now held by the 
treasury or by direct appropriation of 
congress. He declined to estimate 
how much would be needed. 


Great Britain Bans 
Arms Investigation 


LONDON, Nov. 8.—(#)—Sir John 
Simon, foreign secretary, made it clear 
today in the house of commons the 
British government will not permit an 
inquiry after the fashion of the re- 
cent United States senate committee’s 
investigation into armaments. 

Liberal speakers urged such an in- 
quiry today but Sir John said meth- 
ods used in the United States “would 
not commend themselves to British 
practice.” Labor apparently aban- 
doned recent demands for the inquiry. 

A labor motion for the abolition of 
private manufacture and trade in 
armaments was defeated tonight. The 
vote was 279 to 68. 

The high point of the debate was 
reached when Simon rapped the Amer- 
ican system which allowed the king’s 
name to be linked to the arms traffie 
“as though in evidence.” 


700 MALNOURISHED 
REPORTED IN COUNTY 


_ The real harm of the depression 
is just now beginning to show up in 
the malnourished children of the fam- 
ilies made poor by it. a report on 
700 underprivileged children in Ful- 
ton county revealed. 

In a comprehensive study made by 
the nursing service of the Fulton 
county relief administration, it was 
shown that more than half the 700 
children were malnourished or physi- 
cally handicaped due to deficient and 
incorrect diet. 

Health conditions surrounding each 
child were given individual study by 
the nursing service and in many cases 
diets were adjusted and physical de- 
fects corrected. Medical examina- 
tions were given the children where 
possible and lunches were furnished 
many whose diets had been incorrect 
and insufficient. 

“This study still further estab- 
lishes the relationship between pov- 
erty and ill health,” the report 
stated.

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Air Corps Supply Problems | 


In Wartime 


Aviation Policy Commis- 
‘sion Hears Army Ex- 
pert in Testimony at 
Executive Session. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Procure- 
ment problems of the army air corps 
in times of war were laid before the 
federal aviation commission today in 
testimony of the army general staff. 

Continuing the executive hearings 
started the first of the week on war 
department air policy, the commission, 
headed by Clark Howell, publisher of 
The Atlanta Constitution, made pub- 
lic the following summary of festi- 
mony as prepared by Brigadier Gen- 
eral Charles E. Kilbourne, assistant 


chief of staff, war plans division: 

“At the hearing in executive ses- 
sion before the federal aviation com- | 
mission on the morning of pe | 
8 Major General Robert E. Callan 
assistant chief of staff, G-4, explained | 
the problems of supply in peace and | 
war and the supervision necessary if 
the delays of the last war due to laék 
of a balanced procurement program 
and a co- -ordinated system of storage 
and issue are to be avoided in our 
next war. He explained the im possi- 
bility of entrusting to individual 
agencies decisions in these matters 
and the necessity for some agency 
responsible that the entire army 
considered to effect an economical and 
well-balanced effort. The methods of 
determination of requirements and of 
standardization of equipment were set 
forth. It was made plain to the 
commission that though the general 
staff had at times to exercise re- 
strictive control, this was not limited 
to the air corps, but extended to all 
arms and services in order that each 
should have at least the funds nec- 
essary for essential operations; and 
that since the World War aviation 
had, in the general case, received es- 
pecial consideration. The relations of 
the general staff with the assistant 
secretary of war were presented, that 
is, the general staff prepared the mili- 
tary program (i. e., what/is needed 
and when), the assistant secretary of 
war apardteatius and directing the 
procurement by the several supply 
services and the general staff then 
taking charge of the distribution. 

“He was followed by Brigadier 
General H. C. Pratt, of the air corps. 
who described the existing state of 
air corps equipment and the types of 
projected equipment. The charges 
made before congress at its last ses- 
sion that foreign nations were ahead 
of the United States in types of mili- 
tary aircraft were refuted. 

“Colonel H. H. Arnold, of the air 
corps, reported to the commission, hav- 
ing flown from March field, Califor- 
nia. He is commander of a bom-

bardment wing and the leader of the 
recent Alaskan flight and, in addi- 
tion, one of the district commanders 
in our recent ail mail experience. His 
views as to the utilization of the 
newly established general headquarters 
air force for the development of stra- 
tegic and tactical doctrines was espe- 
cially interesting.

DRYS SEEK REFERENDUM 

There will be general gratifica- 
tion over the action of leading Geor- 
gia prohibitionists in advising Gov- 
ernor Talmadge of their approval ot 
the proposed referendum on the 
state prohibition laws. 

It has been clear for some time 
that bills seeking such a referendum 
would be introduced in the session 
of the general assembly that con- 
venes in January, and the fear has 
been expressed that a determined 
effort might be made by dry lead- 
ers to prevent the authorization of 
an expression from the people. Con- 
fusion and rancor would have been 
certain to result. 

The position assumed by the pro- 
hibition leaders who called on the 
governor removes this apprehension 
and paves the way for a final de- 
cision, one way or the other, by 
the voters of the state.

Georgia has not found the relief 
from this troublesome question af- 
forded in most states by the abo- 
lition of national prohibition, be- 
cause the state dry laws are still 
‘in force. There is only one way in

that is through referendum to the 
people. 

Governor Talmadge has time and 
again taken the position that there 
Should be no halfway efforts in at- 
tempting to settle the question of 
whether Georgia shall be wet or 
dry, but that the matter should be 
put to the people to be settled once 
and for all. 

Séven states voted on the ques- 
tion of repeal of prohibition laws in 
the election of last Tuesday, the 
voters of six favoring repeal. It is 
certain that similar referendums will 
be held next year in most of the 
other states having bone-dry enact- 
ments,

claimed that the plant will. be the 
largest of its kind in the world; its 
output will be twice that of the great 
Krupp works, which hitherto supplied 
Russia with much of her equipment 
for heavy industry. No longer, it is 
held, will the country be dependent on 
foreign markets for the purchase of 
equipment for her ferrous metallur- 
gical industry. 

“Pravda” goes so far as to boast 
that “having already outstripped every 
country in the world in the manufac- 
ture of tractors and agricultural ma- 
chinery, the time is not far off when 
the soviet union will have gained the 
first place in world production for 
heavy industry.” The government 18 
not repeating the practice of former 
years, when costly equipment in newly 
opened factories was entrusted to 
semi-skilled operators, peasants fresh 
from the plow. Russia now has called 
in her young engineers, the products 
of her technical training schools, and 
placed them in command, each with a 
number of apprentices.

FOR FEDERAL POST 


Congressman Indorsed 


for Second Assistant 
Secretary of War. 


_ The Georgia delegation in congress, 
including the state’s two senators, 
have recommended to President Roose- 
velt the name of Congressman Homer 
C. Parker, of Statesboro, to sec- 
ond assistant secretary of war, a se 
which has been open since F. Tru- 
Davison resigned late in the 
Hoover administration to enter poli- 
tics in New York state. 

The indorsement of the delegation 
was voted here last week when the 
members and Representative-elect B. 
Frank Welchell gathered to attend 
a banquet given in honor of National 
Commander F. N. Balgrano, of the 
American Legion. 

Congressman Parker, a former adju- 
tant general of the state, has had a 
long and varied military career, 
which included nearly two years over- 
seas and a course at the Army War 
College in Washington, from which 
he was graduated while serving as 
adjutant general. It is understood 
that in addition to the indorsement 
of the delegation, the president also 
has received favorable recommenda- 
tions on the Statesboro man _ from 
Clark Howell and Major J. 8S. Co- 
hen, the state’s democratic national 
committeeman, as well as Chairman 
Hugh Howell, of the state committee. 
Governor Talmadge is also known to 
favor his appointment. 

The post of second assistant secre- 
tary in the war department is one of 
the most highly coveted appointments 
in Washington, carrying with it con- 
siderable prestige and a salary of 
$9,000 a year. 

Congressman Parker‘’s name _ has 
been mentioned for the post a number 
of times but not until recently has it

Porterfield 
said that Cooper appeared upon. the 
scene a few minutes later and helped 
him load the wounded porter into an 
automobile, and stayed around the 
place for some time. 

Cooper’s Story Attacked. 

In rebuttal of Cooper’s contention 
that he was in. Miami on November 4, 
the day Chappell was shot, the state 
offered Porterfield’s testimony to the 
effect that he talked with Cooper in 
the Lee hotel on that day. 

Alleged discrepancies in the un- 
sworn statement made by Cooper on 
his former trial and the statement 
made Thursday were charged by the 
state, and the first statement was 
submitted in evidence, 

Hugh Perryman, special investiga- 
tor for the solicitor-general, testified 
tha he had gone to Miami and Jack- 
sonville, and had checked up on cer- 
tain addresses given by Cooper in his 
statements as places where he had 
stopped after November 3, 1932, and 
had found that ho such house numbers 
existed. 

The state’s witnesses were subject- 
ed to gruelling cross-examination by 
Len B. Guillebeau, chief defense at- 
torney.

Those were the issues that led 
Edouard Herriot and his five radical 
socialist fellow ministers to give Dou- 
mergue their resignations, and Flan- 
din’s move brought the radical social- 
ists rallying to his support. 

Plea for Calm. 

Meanwhile,- Paris was plastered 
with copies of the retiring premier’s 
plea for ‘“‘calm.” 

It read: 

“IT have been led to abandon power. 
I beg all my fellow citizens, in behalf 
of the interest and security of the 
fatherland, to maintain tRe calm nec- 
essary to the settlement of the present 
difficulties.” 

Saddened and embittered by the 
knowledge “that the fall of my gov- 
ernment was arranged by its oppo- 
nents for around November 15,” Dou- 
mergue laid the blame for the bloody 
riots of the late spring directly at 
the radical socialists’ door. 

Referring to the party’s refusal to 
let the chamber vote three months’ 
credit so as to facilitate discussion of 
his cherished plans for constitutional 
reform, Doumergue said: 

“IT had to conclude from this decla- 
ration that the possibility of the dura- 
tion of the trust ministry over which 
I presided for nine months no longer 


existed. This conclusion was confirm-? 


ed by the declaration of a group of 
the radical socialist party, followed 
by the resignation of the ministers be- 
longing to this party.” 
Fears “Dictatorship.” 

The venerable and well-loved former 
president would not consider remain- 
ing as premier with only minority

He charged Herriot’s party was un- 
willing to face “thé sovereign people” 
in new elections, and said the “men 
responsible for the policy which led 
to the February riots and the deaths 
of the war veterans .. . do not 
wish at any price to answer before 
a long time has rolled past.” 

The chamber committee investigat- 
ing the riots was quick, however, to 
refute Doumergue’s charge, asserting 
facts disclosed proved the radical so- 
cialists were not to blame and declar- 
ing no veterans were killed. 

While most political leaders ex- 
pressed greatest anxiety over Doumer- 
gue’s departure, members of parliament 
said privately he had not entirely 
succeeded. . 

Saved Credit. 

In his defense, friends pointed out 
that when he came to power from re- 
tirement February 18 he found ex- 
actly one million francs in the treas- 
ury and 700 million to be paid that 
night. 

He arranged to borrow so million 
francs from bankers within a few 
hours and saved the government’s 
credit. 

In contrast, his friends argued, is 
the present state of the French treas- 
ury: 2,800,000,000 francs in cash on 
hand and bonds in the amount of sev- 
eral billion franes refunded. 

Flandin assured himself of the tole- 
rance, if not the support, of the power- 
fully organized veterans by retaining 
General Victor Denain, Doumergue’s 
minister of air, and by getting pledge 
of support from Marshal Henri Petain, 
resigned minister of war. 

It was believed likely General Louis 
Philip Thomas Maurin, artillery spe- 
cialist and member of the superior war 
council, would succeed Petain. 

Former Premier Andre Tardieu, 
minister without portfolio under Dou- 
mergue, declined to enter Filandin’s 
ministry but Herriot agreed to take 
over the education or some similar 
portfolio, not insisting on an import- 
ant place.

Into Fatal Shooting of Bern 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 8—(@)— 
The enigmatic suicide of Paul Bern, 
second husband of Jean Harlow, was 
brought suddenly back into the official 
spotlight today when a county grand 
jury asked the district attorney for 
all records of Bern’s death. 

Just a few hours before the jury’s 
request, Miss Harlow, in Hollywood, 
announced she would divorce Hal Ros- 
son, her third husband, from whom 
she has been separated for several 
months. 

The same,county jury recently in- 
dicted Attothey Buron Fitts on per- 
jury charges. growing out of the 
Angeles “girl mart” case. 

itts’ office suggested the county 
grand jury “probably” wanted to “go 
into the expenditures” of Fitts on his 
pg into the film director’s sui- 
cide. 

It was first unofficially indicated 
the jury might wish to delve into 
circumstances of the death, but the 
grand jury foreman said later it 
wished to survey expenditures in con- 
nection with the original investiga- 
tion. 

Dr. John P. Buckley, the foreman, 
said no new investigation of the Bern 
case itself was planned, but expendi- 
tures of the 1932 grand jury and 
Fitts’ office in an investigation of the 
death are to be made part of an 
auditor’s report to the present grand 
jury. 

Among the documents reputedly tak- 
en over by the investigators was the 
cryptic note supposedly written by 
Bern to his glamorous bride just be- 
fore he died in the bathroom of the 
home he had built for Miss Harlow. 
He had been shot. 

The note said “This is the only 
way to make good the frightful wrong 
I have done you.” : 

It carried a postscript saying “You 
understand last night was only a 
comedy.” 

The meaning of the note never was 
publicly explained. 

The death was officially set down 
as a suicide, Investigation announced 
they had learned Bern had a physical 
peculiarity which barred him from 
consummating his marriage. 

Another strange ramification of the 
case was the death of Dorothy Mil- 
lette, who allegedly had lived for 
years as’ Bern’s common-law wife. 
Shortly after Bern died, Miss Mil- 
lette jumped overboard from a river 
steamer near Sacramento and was 
drowned. 

Records taken over by the grand 
jury included statements from rela- 
tives and friends on the Bern tragedy. 
The contents of the statements never 
were disclosed. 

Fitts and his sister-secretary, Mrs. 
Berthal Gregory were indicted in con- 
nection with the “girl market” charges 
involving Alexander Pantages, the- 
ater operator, and John P. Mills, real 
estate man. Pantages finally went 
free because a jury disagreed on the 
morals charge against him. A aiml- 
lar charge against Mills was dismissed 
by> Fitts. ; 

In 1931 the county grand jury 
here investigated Fitts’ handling of 
the case and took no action against 
him. He appeared before that inves- 
tigating body, however, and the re- 
cent perjury indictment was based on 
statements he made before the 1931 
ury. ‘ 

The present grand jury did not 
stop there, however, but indicated it 
would push an investigation into other 


fields, possibly with the idea of ob- 


aining bribery indictments. The Bern 
case was not mentioned, however, un- 
til today.

It has been 
amended from time to time and is now 
probably the best state prohibition law 
in the Union. It was passed as the 
result of more than 50 years of earnest 
work by the temperance forces of the 
state. They had observed and had 
tried all other plans and adopted this 
as the best. It has proved a most 
wholesome law. It has greatly re 
duced drinking; and has contributed 
immensely to the morality, happiness 
and well-being of the whole people. 

“Within the past two years, how- 
ever, a number of the larger cities of 
the state, have, to a large degree, nulli- 
fied the law by authorizing the sale of 
beer. In doing so these city authori- 
ties have openly trampled under foot 
the plain mandates of the law of the 
land, and have shamelessly violated 
their oaths of office. 


“This unhindered nullification has 
resulted in an alarming increase in 
drinking and in drunkenness. It has 
affected not only these particular mu- 
nicipal areas, but it has reached far 
beyond. It has produced an appalling 
increase in highway accidents caused 
by drunken drivers. And it has 
brought about a situation which, we 
feel, calls for a renewed decision by 
the people as to the entire state prohi- 


dren in, a communit® that is moral, 
and wholesome and helpful, should im- 
mediately throw their quiet but mighty 
influence for the continued suppres- 
sion of this great evil.

AUGUSTA AREA SEEKS 
FLOOD CONTROL BILL 


Work on Lock and Dam To 
Cost $2,000,000 Starts on 


Savannah River. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Nov. 8.—(#)—A 
delegation of Augusta civic and legis- 
lative leaders conferred in Atlanta 
with Governor Talmadge today to ask 
his support of a plan for flood con- 
trol and reforestation of the Savannah 
river basin. 

Among those in the conference were 
Thomas J. Hamilton Sr., postmaster 
of Augusta and editor of the Augus‘a 
Chronicle; State Senator W. M. Les- 
ter, Congressman Paul Brown, state 
Representatives Wilmer D. Lanier 
and W. K. Barrett; R. L. Chambers 
Sr., chairman of the civil service 
commission of Augusta, and B. 
Lester, councilman-elect. - 

Hamilton, long an advocate of im- 
provement of the Savannah river, said 
the delegation’s visit was for the pur- 
pose of seeking the governor’s support 
of a proposed special law which would 
enable the federal government to buy 
up land which dumps water into the 
Savannah river. Hamilton said the 
government already was buying such 
lands across the state line in South 
Carolina. 

“Much of this land,” Hamilton said, 
“has developed into gullies and ditches 
through which the water flows at 
great volume into the Savannah river. 
It is our hope that the federal gov- 
ernment will purchase such lands and 
institute a flood control program by 
reforesting such areas to help stem 
the flow of the water and to remove 
the flood menace.”

Myriads of Fish S tranded as Lake 


‘Goes Dry’ on Georgia-F lorida Line 


TALLAHASSEE, Flia., Nov. 8.— 
(P)}—Nature: today completed one of 
her tricks and Lake Iammonia, which 
at normal level covers an area of 
approximately 20 square miles, went

Fish by the thousands were left to 
die in the sun, while other thousands 
were captured by hand and with gar- 
den rakes in the tiny pools that re- 
mained as the lake drained out 
through a “sink hole.” 

Transferred. 

Owners of plantations bordering 
the big lake saved thousands of bass 
and bream by lifting them out of the 
shallow pools with nets and trans- 
fering them in tanks to other lakes. 
The county commission assigned a 
group of convicts to aid in efforts 
to salvage fish. 

The big lake—a favorite fishing 
place for Georgians and _ Floridans 
alike because it is located at the state 
line north of here—started draining 
out about three weeks ago. At first, 
the fall of the water was gradual, 
however. 3 

Ten days ago the water had drain- 
ed down to what is called the basin 
—an area as large as 10 city blocks. 
Then it fell still lower, and early to- 
day the “bottom fell out.” 

uickly the remaining water rush- 
ed through the “sink hole” and into 
some subterranean passage. Tonight, 
only the sink hole—about 15 feet in 
diameter — contained a noticeable 
quantity of water, and this was clog- 
ged with dead and dying fish of va- 
rious kinds. They were left there by 


the hundreds of persons who filled 


boxes and sacks with other fish and 
carried away all they wanted as all 
conservation laws were suspended be- 
cause of the emergency. 

Automobiles were driven on the 
lake bottom where normally the water 
is 30 to 40 feet deep. 

Where the water from Lake Iam- 
monia goes when it leaves the lake 
bottom is a moot question. 

There are numerous “sink. holes” in 
this area, and most of them are dry 
now because there has been no gen- 
eral rain for several months. How- 
ever, Lake Jackson and Lake Mic- 
cosuke, corresponding in size to Lake 
Iammonia, are only a few feet be- 
low the normal water ae 

It is no new thing for big lakes 
in this area to go dry as suddenly as 
did Lake Iammonia. A few years ago; 
Lake Jackson drained out with a 
roar, and its bottom was cultivated 
for one crop year. Lake Miccosuke 
also has been dry at times. 

Fish Also Return. 

When the lakes refill, curiously 
enough the water rises through the 
same sink holes where it drained 
out, and fish of varying sizes return 
with it. Bass weighing several pounds 
were caught by fishermen in Lake 
Jackson a few days after it began 
to refill the last time it went dry. 

This is the first time in 17 years, 
residents about the lake said, that 


Lake Iammonia has drained down to. 


the sink hole, which is estimated to 
be 100 feet deep. About three years 


ago, the water level fell about 20 


feet, 
short time.

1—One heart would probably be a 
better bid on this hand. However, 
the Hast player anticipated a dia- 
mond response and expected to 
be able to show his heart suit at 
the level of one-odd. He felt that 
his hand was a shade weak to 
bid one heart and then respond to 
the anticipated two-diamond re- 
sponse with two notrump. 

2—A very doubtful vulnerable over- 
call, even at the level of one. How- 
ever, South’s bid, although risky, 
was justified in view of the part- 
score situation, 

3—West’s double is very bad. Ad- 
mittedly West has good diamonds 
in back of the diamond bid, bu 
the fact that the West hand con- 
tains six cards of the partner's 
suit makes the double a very bad 
one indeed. West should have 
known for a certainty that the 
North player must have a rescue 
of one diamond doubled in one of 
the majors, and accordingly the 
double would do no good except 
possibly to warn the opponents of 
the distribution. 

4—Here is the soundest rescue I have 
ever. seen. North is practically sure 
of four hearts in his own hand, 
even with a continually passing 
partner, and South of course has 
overcalled whén vulnerable. North’s 
decision to bid only one héart is 
very good for strategic reasons. 
With his freakish distribution the 
North player knows the bidding 
probably will not die at one heart, 
and that he may get a swing in 
his favor by starting off slowly. 

5—A slight overbid with an aceless 
hand. However, West feels that 
with his partner’s opening club 
bid there should be some chance 
for a slam in clubs and at the 
worst a game, 

6—North became panicky at this 

oint. In my opinion North should 
ave passed the two hearts to 
await developments. 

7—East’s double is quite natural. He 
does not know that his partner’s 


of taking at least three tricks by 
himself. 


8—It would be worth something to 
have seen South’s face at this 
point. South naturally did not 
know that his partner had a tre- 
mendous freak, for his partner had 
made only a simple rescue of one 
heart on the first round: However, 
there was nothing South could do 
but pass. 

9—West died as he had lived. He 

had started off the hand with a 

bad bid and now decided to keep 

up the good work. As a matter of 
fact, West by his previous bids 
had trapped himself and knew that 
if he now bid five clubs his part- 
ner would not possibly bid six, 
even with a fairly strong hand, 
since the clubs had not been sup- 
ported previously. West, therefore, 
decided upon the most unwise gam- 
ble of bidding six clubs himself. 

South from the bidding decided that 
his partner must have some strength 
in spades and opened the spade six 
instead of the singleton heart. The 
defense according was able to take 
three tricks and the contract was 
down two. 

Incidentally, South, in going over 
the hand afterwards, was thunder- 
struck to find out that the contract 
of four hearts doubled could have 
been fulfilled merely by the correct 
spade guess. With a club opening 
lead spades could be finessed imme- 
diately and with a diamond opening, 
even though North would have to 
lead spades out of his own hand, he 
could do this with the loss of but one 
spade trick if he followed the play of 
the ace with the play of a small card.

Gulliver feared to fall into the 
hands of a giant, and ran away from 
the shore until he caught sight of 
eight more giants in a cornfield. The 
corn was about 40 feet high, but the 
giants were far taller than that, “as 
tall as church steeples.” 

One giaut almost stepped on Gulli- 
ver, and the unhappy man cried out 
in alarm. The giant picked him up 
in his hand, and held him “above 60 
feet from the ground.” 

The giants were amazed to find a 
little fellow who could talk. They 
did not understand what he said. but 
they knew he was speaking words of 
some kind. 

Gulliver was placed under care of 
a farmer’s daughter, a nine-year-old 
girl, who was “above 40 feet high, 
being little for her age.” The girl 
trated him very kindly. 

To make money for himself, the 
farmer took Gulliver to cities so that 
people might pay to look at him. At 
length he was sold to the queen for 
a sum equal to about $5,000. He 
was a delight to the people of the 
royal court: but the queen’s dwarf, 
who was only 30 feet high and the 
smallest adult ever known before, did 
not like him. One day the dwarf let 
Gulliver drop in a bowl of cream, and 
he would have drowned if he had not 
been pulled out again. 

Jonathan Swift did not expect peo- 
ple to believe his strange stories. His 
purpose in writing was to make fun 
of people at the royal court of Eng- 
land. He did not dare speak of them 
by name, but he gave hints in his 
tales to show the ones he was writing 
a 


As it turned ‘out, his book became 
more popular with children than with 
grown people. Swift died eight years 
after it was published, and did not 
know of the great favor which “Gulli- 
ver’s Travels” would find with boys 
and girls of later times.

FRICK IS NAMED 
NATIONAL HEAD 


FOR ONE YEAR: 


Owners Promote Service 
Bureau Man to Presi- 
dency. 


By Edward J. Neil. 


NEW YORK. Nov. 8&—(@—A 
Young newspaperman from the farm 
jands of Indiana, Ford Christopher 
Frick, was named today the ninth 
president of the National league, suc- 
cessor to John Arnold Heydler, and 
the most youthful man ever to at- 
tain the post. 

In complete unanimity, the owners 
of the eight clubs in baseball's senior 
circuit elevated the 39-year-old head 
of the league's service bureau to the 
presidency, honored Heydler by cre- 
ation of a new office for him for life 
as “chairman of the board,” and 
appointed Harvey Traband secretary 
mand treasurer. 

It took the magnates just 1 1-2 
hours of peaceful session to agree 
unanimously with forecasters who pre- 
dicted such a siate immediately after 
Heydler announced unexpectedly last 
Friday that ill health was forcing him 
to relinquish the presidency after 17 
years. At Frick'’s request his term 
Was set at one year. 

The new president, who will be 40 
Sn December, is the second youngest 
major league head in baseball his- 
tory. Only Ban Johnson, who or- 
ganized and became president of the 
American league in 1901, was young- 
er at the time he ‘took office, at 36. 


FARM BOY. , 

Born on a farm in Indiana, sev- 
@ral miles from Kendallville, Frick 
‘was graduated in 1915 from De- 
J’auw University, where his 17-year- 
wid gon, Frederick, is now a fresh- 
sod and immediately started teach- 
Sng at Colorado College. In 1916 he 
began writing sports on the Colo- 
rado Springs Gazette, took over re- 
habilitation work for the army in 
Utah, New Mexico, Wyoming and 
Colorado in 1918, and returned to 
sports writing on the Colorado 
Kprings Telegraph in 1919. 

Frick joined the staff of the New 
York American in 1922, moved over 
to the sports pages of the New York 
Journal in 1923, and wrote baseball, 
ae well as other sports, until he was 
mppointed head of the National 
League Service Bureau last Febru- 
ary. He is well known as a radio 
sports commentator, but he has agreed 
to retire from the air as soon as his 
— contracts expire about New 


enar’s. 

Traband, who as secretary and 
treasurer takes over half the combined 
posts Heydler held, has been secre- 
tary to the retiring president for nine 
years. Previous to that he was ex- 
ecutive secretary of the American 
Automobile Association contest board 
for 12 years. He is 48. 

-In announcing their derision, the 
league magnates—Emil Fuchs, _ of 
Boston; Steve McKeever, of Brook- 
Jvn;: Powel Crosley, of Cincinnati; 
@harles Nugent, of Philadelphia; 
William Benswanger, of Pittsburgh, 
and John QO. Seys, of Chicogo~said 
no other candidates had been con- 
sidered, and that the decision was 
wnanimous.

“Tt was the feeling of the owners 
that the National league affairs could 
best be conducted by men who had 
heen in the orgonization,” the formal 
statement said. “Both Mr. Traband 
and Mr. Frick have been working un- 
cer Mr, Heydler’s supervision, and 
the leagne feels that with that train- 
ing they would be better able to con- 
duct the affairs of the office than 
would men elected from outside.” 

Frick will continue to head the 
keryice burean, he said, while no an- 
nouncement was made as to salaries, 
it was believed Frick was raised from 
the $12,000 he received as bureau head 
to about $20,000, while Traband will 
receive about $12,000 as secretary 
and treasurer.

ters Astonishment 
When the Ducks 
Were Herded In 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Norv. 8.— 
(UP)—Three swans which herd wild 
ducks into range of hunters like cow- 
boys rounding up calves for brand- 
ing are vouched for by Major Bryce 
‘B. Smith. 

“Ive kept swans on the lake of my 
farm for years,” Mayor Smith said, 
“and they weren’t worth a hoot, ex- 
cept to look at. But this year I got 
three new ones, and they’re worth 
their weight in gold. 

“I was in my blind on the first 
day of the duck season and a large 
flock of ducks settled on the lake, 
well out of range. All I could do was 
gnash my teeth. 

“Then these three swans swam out 
and actually drove the ducks right in 
front of the blind. As they rose I 
got five in five shots.” 

Mayor Smith said at the time he 
believed herding of the ducks by the 
swans was accidental. But they re- 
peated the performance three other oc- 
casions. 

“It looked sort of goofy at first, 
and I hesitated to tell anyone about 
it. I finally figured it out. 

“I keep 50 live decoy ducks in a 
cove fenced in on the right side of 
the lake near my blind. The swans, 
however, have the run of the lake. 
When wild ducks light on the lake, 
those swans think they’ belong in the 
pen, with the decoys, and proceed to 
drive them to it.”

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Bouton, the man who is said to “know 
more about Germany than any other 


living person in America,” in an ad- 
dress Thursday night at The Temple, 
at Peachtree and Sprine streets. 

Mr. Bouton lived in Germany for 
23 years, serving as correspondent 
for the Associated Press, the Balti- 
more Sun, the New York World and 
other American newspapers. He has 
just returned to this country after 
being ejected from Germany by the 
foreign office because some of his 
articles were offensive to the German 
government. 

“Americans do not know how for- 
tunate they are in having a democ- 
racy.” said Mr. Bouton. “With all 
its faults and shortcomings, a_ de- 
mocracy is far better than any other 
alternative ever proposed. Any Amer- 
ican who wishes to exchange his 
form of government for something 
else is either a bad American.or a 
badly informed one.” 

Mr. Bouton said that the German 
people had been deprived of all their 
natural rights, that a person was 
afraid to even think his own thoughts, 
so efficient and far-reaching is Hit- 
ler’s espionage system, and so brutal 
his punishment. 

“Judges without courts may seem 
reposterous to the American people, 
ut that is the lot of Germans who 
are even suspected of being opposed 
to Hitler’s dictatorship,” said the 
speaker. ‘“‘Freedom of the press is a 
thing of the past, with Hitler issu- 


ganization 
cies and beliefs for them. 

“The church is entirely subservient 
to the government. The swastika, 
emblem of class hatred, must fly from 
every church steeple. German people 
are taught to worship Hitler in pref- 
erence to Christ, and funeral notices 
for avid nazists read that they ‘died 
in the faith of Adolf Hitler.’” 

Mr. Bouton declared that the coun- 
try had lost much by Hitler’s op- 
pression of the Jews in their contri- 
butions to music, art and science. 
“All these fields are subsidized by 
the government,” he said. 

“Germany is fast preparing for 
war,” Mr. Bouton averred. “Her cop- 
per imports for last year increased 
71 per cent over the year before. A 
like increase was noted in rubber and 
other war materials. Germany now 
has 1,200 bombing planes and is 
training 15,000 pilots. And Germany 
is now making no denials of war prep- 
arations as she did last year. 

“In September Hitler made the 
statement: “The nazi socialist party 
has but one office for women: chil- 
dren. The country needs soldiers.’ The 
‘field sports’ of the nazi youth con- 
sist of war maneuvers, bayonet prac- 
tice, hand-grenade throwing and 
trench digging.” 

Mr. Bouton closed his speech by 
declaring that “if Hitler and his 
gangsters aren’t put out of power in 
a short time it means war.”

SANTA FE, N. M., Nov. 8.—(4)— 
Senator Bronson A. Cutting, repub- 
lican candidate for the United States 
senate, held a lead of 467 votes on 
the basis of corrected returns com- 
piled tonight. 

Corrected returns from Torrance 
county, which gave Senator Cutting 
400 more votes and boosted his lead 
to well over 1,000, were more than 
offset by returns taken from the poll 
books in Rio Arriba county.

UNCERTAINTY. 

The market today reflected this un- 
certainty. Prices had a little uprush 
at the opening in fairly active trading 
with considerable odd-lot business com- 
ing from the public. Trading quieted 
and prices drifted off, some on profit- 
taking, in later dealings with the close 
irregularly lower. Total volume was 
840,000 shares against yesterday’s

the market in the next few days may 
give its own answer to current un- 
certainty.

LUIGI PIRANDELLO 
WINS NOBEL PRIZE 


FOR LITERATURE: 


STOCKHOLM, Nov. 8.—(4)—The 
Nobel prize in literature was award- 
ed today to the Italian author, Luigi 
Pirandello. 

The prize amounts to approximate- 
ly $41,000. 

The award was based on the au- 
thor’s general contributlon to liter- 
ature, there befng no mention of any 
particular work. 

Luigi Pirandello, 67-year-old dram- 
atist and novelist, was born on a 
country estate in Sicily. but went to 
Rome at the age of 19. Latter he 
went to Germany and was educated 
at the University of Bonn. He taught 
in a girls’ high school in Rome until 
1923, but many years before began 
his literary work. 

In 1920 he spoke of life as “a very 
sad piece of buffoonery. . . . My art 
is full of bitter compassion for all 
those who deceive themselves, but 
this compassion cannot fail to be 
followed by the ferocious derision of 
destiny which condemns man to de- 
ception.” 

Pirandello’s despairing outlook was 
reflected in many of his best plays. 
In the United States he is best known 
for his “Six Characters in Search of 
an Author,” which played in New 
York in 1922; “Florian’s Wife,” 
which played the following year, and 
“Enrico IV,” and “Right You Are 
If You Think You Are.” 

It was another Sicilian author, 
Luigi Capuana, who persuated Piran- 
dello to devote his time to fiction. In 
1894 he published his first novel, 
“L’Esclusa,” in which bitter realism 
found expression. One of his most 
celebrated novels appeared in 1904. 
“Il Fu Mattia Pascal,” the story of 
a man who shammed death and tried 
in vain to begin life anew in a dif- 
ferent atmosphere.
